Court Aquits 
arland In 
Weapons Case 


Aimost a year after sheriff's 
officers and treasury agents 
raided his Cucamonga ege 
ranch last Oct. 31, self-pro 
claimed Christian Defense 
Leaguer Wiham H. Garland 
has been acquitted of housing 
a home arsenal 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Harry C. Westover ruled Sept 
22 in Los Angeles that the 48 
year-old Cucamongan was in 
nocent of violation of the Fed- 
eral Firearms Act. The jurist 
ordered a halt to Garland’s 
trial in its second day. 

Judge Westover declared 
that automatic weapons could 
not be presented as evidence 
by the prosecution because 
they were not fully assembled 
when the investigators confis- 
cated them at the Garland 
residence, 10024 Turner Ave., 
Cucamonga 

Also, the judge ruled that 
seizure of the cache of Weap- 
ons described by lawmen as 
the largest in County annals— 
was illegal because no search 
warrant was presented at the 
time of the raid 

Garland was arrested when 
officers and agents confiscated 
100 rifles, pistols and shotguns, 
along with a variety of gas 
and smoke bombs, bullet-proof 
vests, ammunition, belts, sur 
vival kits, rockets and am- 
munition 

During the brief trial, the 
defense showed that operating 
parts of the automatic weap 
ons had been removed, mak 
ing them inoperable. U.S. Atty 
surt Pines sought to show that 
they could be reassembled in 
a matter of minutes, but Judge 
Westover reached his decision 
on the basis of the removed 
parts 

“When the officers picked up 
the guns,’ the judge observed, 

the guns were not fully 
automatic."’ 

Treasury Agent Desmond 
O'Neill testified in court that 
Garland was an _ admitted 
member of the Christian De 
fense League. He said the 
group considers itself a watch- 
dog organization against racial 
minorities and Communists, 

According to sheriff's office 
reports, Garland made no se 
cret of his cache and boasted 
he would share the arsenal 
with ‘‘any patriot on D-Day.’

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Grim Symbol Of Death Where Small Plane Hit Upland Home 


A warm-hearted, 54-year-old 
Upland man — whose life has 
been devoted to helping others 
—was recovering remarkably 
this week from burns covering 
60 to 90 per cent of his body 
which were suffered last 
Thursday as he sought to aid 
victims of a fatal plane crash 


Attendants at San Antonio 
Community Hospital, where he 
was rushed shortly after 2:26 
a.m. on the first day of 
autumn, said Wednesday the 
condition of Walton H. Wolfe 
1270 W. 14th St., had improved 
from critical to satisfactory 
faster than physicians hoped 
to anticipate 

Moreover, it was reported 
reliably that Wolfe's spirits are 
high — he is fighting determin 
ediy to overcome _ terrific 
physical odds, and even 
joking with his around-the- 
clock nurses 

The critical burns were re 
ceived after the small aircraft 
—a Cessna 175 which had 
taken off from Ontario Interna- 
tional Airport at approximate 
y 2:20 a.m. — caught a blade 
of a 40-foot wind machine be 
hind the Wolfe residence, flip 
ped upside down, grazed the 
garage roof and plurnmeted 
into the master bedroom 

Mrs. Irene Wolfe, the in- 
jured man's 56-year-old wife 
told authorities, “There was a 
terrific jolt and the whole 
house shook.’ She said the 
plane’s single engine actually 
landed at the foot of the cou- 
ple’s bed, missing them by a 
matter of inches. 

According to Mrs. Wolfe, her 
husband started to dia] the Up 


land Police Department, but 
couldn't read the numbers on 


the phone without his glasses 


So she placed the hurried cal! 
while Wolfe ran out back to 


see if he could save the occu 
pants of the four-seat plane 


Wolfe later told investiga 


tors he thought he heard 
moans within the smouldering 
wreckage and turned a garden 
hose on it in an attempt to 
get close. As he did so, the 
gasoline tank exploded and 


Wolfe was engulfed in fiames 


Though his pajamas were 
burned off his body, the victim 
had the presence of mind to 
spray himself with the hose 
and roll on the ground to put 
gut the fire. He even tried to 


himself to the hospital, 
but collapsed behind the wheel

most of the rest of us, with 
varying degrees of sincerity, 
did regular obeisance.” 

Later, the author comments, 
“A perfectly impartial, un- 
biased, objective news article 
would present every relevant 
fact about any given subject 
without any particllgr point of 
view, or focus, or emphasis.” 

Can you imagime an Upland 
City Council yarn, composed 
against these odds? 

And _ still later, Catling 
writes, ‘‘Ideally, the facts 
would have been gathered not 
not by one man only but an 
infinitely large, infinitely wise 
committee of people who were 


of this world, yet above its 

prejudices and passions and 
vested interests.” 
> * a. 

I thought Catling really got 


down to brass tacks when he 
stressed that “many consci- 
entious journalists, overlooking 
the subjectivity of their initial 
decisions about what story to 
cover, where to go for it, what 
to look at, whom to listen to, 
and what observations to re- 
cord and what to discard, mix 
pro and con and black and 
white, fifty-fifty, write it all as 
flatly as they possibly can, and 
believe that the dull gray 
monochrome they produce is 
objectivity.” 

He's so right! The  not-so- 
fine art of monochromism—the 


| presentation of word pictures 


in a single hue—is with us al- 
most everywhere in journalism 
today. 

Just pick up your daily jour- 
nal and read a number of lead 
paragraphs to prove it A cer- 


itain sameness about their ap- 


proach, isn’t there? 

Despite this restricted form 
of writing, full objectivity sim- 
ply isn’t possible. As Catling 
notes: “There is so much in- 
teraction between the elements 
of any story and between it 
and its surroundings that not 
even the dullest, blandest, 
grayest monochrome can dis- 
guise the fact that the whole 
fabrication is human _ handi- 
work from beginning to end, 
and not in any respect im- 
personal, let alone godly.” 

* : 


“OQ’Donovan,”’ according to 
his articulate admirer, “was 
fortunate in not having to 
seem objective. He was open- 
ly, eloquently subjective, per- 
sonal, himself, idiosyncratic, 
stating opinions, offering judg- 
ments, using adjectives and 
adverbs as flagrantly ad- 
jectivally and adverbially as 
he pleased.” 

Being a foreign correspond- 
ent for the Observer, and a 
fine turner of phrases to justi- 
fy the assignment, O'Donovan 
no doubt enjoyed rare jour- 
nalistic luxuries which most of 
us never will realize. And his 


editor no doubt was more 
tolerant than the traditional 
blue-penciler. 


But I think O'Donovan must 
have been able to convey a 
colorfully accurate news story 
which an awful lot of persons 
read eagerly and under- 
stood — and applauded. Cat- 
ling certainly thought so, and 
he succeeded effectively in 
preaching for his disciple. 

My favorite American news- 
papers — good, if not great, 
ones — are those which per- 
mit and encourage consider- 
able writing latitude on the 
part of their responsibie re- 
porters. I like to count myself
